DuLtrra, Minn., Jan. 11.—All the ele- 


vators at the head of tbe lake* posted 
notice on the board of trade this morn- 
ing that after June 1 elevab r rates 
would be reduced to one-half cent per 
bushel in receiving, elevating and deliv- 
ering, including 15 cents on storage. 
One-half cent will be charged for each 
additional thirty days for storage. This 
is a reduction of one-quarter of a cent 
for wheat and three-fourths of a cent for 
flax and is done because of the large in 
crease in ceceipts of grain at Duluth, 
making it possible for elevators to do 
work at better rates.

If a person inadvertent- 
ly touches a very hot substance the hand 
i* drawn away Involuntarily by a snddea 
movement called a "reflex," hot when 
aomething irritates the nasal 
membrane the intruder cannot 
eaped by withdrawing the nose, and so 
Baton adopts another method, and tries 
to drive It away by expelling a strong cur- 
tent of air through the nostrils.

The process of sneering is accompanied 


by an increased secretion from tbemnooas 
membrane, and this often washes away 
tbe microbes which were just undergoing 
tbe change, whatever it may be, that 
transforms them from harmless 40 meet 
abominably harmful organism*. 


One who feel* a "cold" coming on and 


does not meese should try to induce a 
slight attack by tickling the nostrils with 
a feather or snuffing up a little black 
pepper or tobacco. A mixture of one part 
of quinine, four put* of camphor and ten 
parts of powdered rogsa make* an excel- 
lent and harmless snuff for this purpose, 
After sneering well five or six times, blow 
the nose thoroughly, and cine time* out 
of ten tbe threatened cold will be blown 
away.—Youth's Companion.

Ht-arly All of Them Are Made of 


Whit*- Birch Timber In FrankllB 
CoODty, Me.—Portugal'* Handmade 
Ormnff Wood Too«hplck«. 
In polite society tt U itoruidera} gncb a 


serious breach of icood manners to use a 
toothpick before others that naturally one 
would imagine that the use of these some 
time accessories to tbe table is rather lim- 
ited and that their manufacture and sale 
must represent a very small industry. As 
a matter of fact, however, not millions 
bat billions of them are annually used in 
this country. Tbe narrator, of course. Is 
speaking now of those of wooden make 
and not of quill toothpicks. When there 
it added to tbe domestic nee of these 
dental implements the enormous number 
that te imported inventlgation discloses 
the fact that the Industry Is really a vast 
one aad has reached sucfa proportion* that 
at but American Ingetmljo' baa found re- 
course to the invention or automatic ma- 
chinery for tbe rapid and economical pro- 
duction of these thin splinters of wood. 
For this reason tbe number of persona em- 
ployed in the man ufacture is comparative- 
ly urn all. 


Ninety-five per cent of all the toothpicks 


made In tile United States are formed 
from., white birch timber in Franklin 
county, Me., and yet scarcely more than 
100 persons are employed In tbe industry 
In that state. Outside of tbe Pine Tree 
State the principal factories are In Penn- 
sylvania, Massapbawtts and western New 
York. Maple and poplar are sometime, 
used in tbe manufacture of American 
toothpicks, bnt white birch is the standard 
timber in all the factories. The Industry 
is a very simple one. First, of course, 
oomes the work of tbe foresters. In tbe 
woods of Maine every winter there arc 
great camps of lumbermen engaged la 
felling and hanllngout timber for various 
commercial uses. Whenever the foreman 
of a camp comes across a particularly fine 
white birch tree be orders It cat down 
and tbe main pan of tbe trunk laid aside 
to be reserved for the toe thpfck factories. 
When enough logs have been obtained* 
they are sent to the boom nearest die fac- 
tory, whence they an hauled by tasros. 
That tbe vast supply of toothpick* corns* 
from a very small quantity of timber i» 
shown by tbe fact that not mote than 
6,000 cords of wood are used in this indos- 
try annually. 


When the togs reach tbe factory, they 
an first stripped of their bark. They an 
then placed on tracks, moving on rails, 
and pushed to the automatic machines by 
which they are cut into veneen, which at 
thin strips of wood of about tbe dimen* 
'stool of an ordinary piece of blotting pa- 
per—that is, the strips are about as thick 
as the toothpicks are intended to be and 
as wide as the picks will be long. ExtrenM 
•are mnst be exercised in placing the logi 
In the machine* so^s to have tbe (lain 
run straight in thestrips. The veneen art 
fed into a machine composed of peculiarly 
shaped and rapidly revolving knives, tbo 
edges of which are as sharp as they can 
be made. Tbii machine works automatic- 
ally and with tremendous speed and is so 
oonstraeted that the finished picks com* 
forth sharpened at both ends at the rate d 
tens of thousands an boor. It requires on- 
ly a few weeks for tbe factories to tnrn 
out a supply sufficient to meet tbe demand 
for a who** year. Then the factories ar* 
abut down again, to remain closed until 
tbe following (prtng. The wages paid tc 
American workers In this Industry ranee 
from 11.50 to tfl.SO a day. 


Most of the toothpick* made in Xaim 


eome from timber that has been seasoned 
In the open air and retain sometfaiog of 
tbe natural sweetness of tbe birch and ma- 
ple and are *oft and pliable while retain- 
ing sufficient firmness. Kiln dried wood 
is apt to result in too much brittleness, 
caotlng iharp splinters to break off, which 
injure tbe enamel of tbe teeth. Recently 
some of the American manufacturer* ban 
been putting up toothpick* In miniature 
barrels highly ornamented by carving 01 
hand painting. These are turned oat at 
the tame factories 


Tbe best toothpicks made anywhere in 


tbe world eome from Portugal. They ar* 
whittled by band from orange wood *plinti 
by peasant girls, the only tool nsed being 
an ordinary jackknlfe. These picks are as 
•mooth as ivory and will not break intc 
splinters. They are expensive. Only one 
hotel fn Philadelphia supplies them. The 
Ctrl* who make tbe picks receive less than 
10 cents a day. As the duty on the foreign 
made picks I* only 86 per cent they can be 
•old here for leg* than pick* of slmllai 
quality could be manufactured In thb 
country, despite the improvud American 
machinery and (killed labor The profit 
on American picks is almost exclusively 
on the cheaper products. Some of the Per 
tuguwe picks are highly ornamented wit 
band carving. They are too expensive fo> 
ordinary commerce. Small quantities have 
been imported Into thlg country on ran 
occasions for use at notable banquets 01 
aa unique cpecimens of handicraft.

A PATHETIC LETTER. 


There are some interesting literary 


contributions to the present senatorial 
struggle. One of the most touching of 
them comes from the Fargo Argus. It 
is aa unsigned letter, given as having 
been written to Congressman Johnson 
by some one who introduces himself 
thus: 
- Why do I write to yon this evening? I 
do not know; "what the heart is full of 
the month runs over with." 


This is encouraging. Especially where 


the writer admits that he does not know 
why he writes. But it is interesting to 
note that his heart is fulL 
Perhaps his 


head is full also, but he says nothing of 
that Particularly affecting is the state- 
ment that he has ran over. This would 
be suspected if it were not stated, but 
when it is admitted we feel sure of it 
Slopped orer might be better but we do 
not essay to criticise. Running down 
the line we discover this apologetic in- 
quiry: 


Why should a letter from me interest 


you just now when your time is so valu- 
able? 


Here again we are stumped. A great 


many constituents who have written the 
congressman at Washington have made, 
doubtless, the same inquiry. We do not 
presume to state whether the congress 
man found the letter interesting or not 
Bat certainly it has an element of thrill 
in the chapters alluded to that far that 
is exceeded in no literary production of 
the campaign. Here is another gem. 


Never before in. my life have I been so 


intensely interested in the outcome of a 
political contest, and I Lave never had 
tiie honor of calling you my personal 
friend. 


This is grievous indeed. It is more 


than grievous—it is appalling. Cer- 
tainly the writer cannot have straggled 
along for many years under this weight 
of darkness and gloom. Nor is it strange 
that he seeks to bask in the sunshine of 
acquaintance. A little further: 


Nor have I any personal interest in 


the outcome because I do not want any- 
thing in the world today, politically. I 
am simply worked up over the present 
danger of a repetition of the spirit which 
predominated the Fargo convention—the 
victory of a few sagacious political 
schemers over the popular win of the 
people. 


The latter portion of this sounds al- 


most as though it might be Editor Win- 
ship of the Herald. And the dissatisfac- 
tion with the convention that resulted in 
18,000 majority for the republican ticket 
would seem to indicate that there might 
be a tinge of populism or democracy 
about the essayist But it is not Editor 
Winship. The first part of the state- 
ment proves that The essay grows more 
thrilling as we proceed— 


I would to God your election could be 


placed in the bands erf the people this 
morning! 


In the first statement in the letter the 


correspondent asks why he writes "this 
evening."

Persian and other Asiatic courts, and the 
great Grecian conqueror of those regions 
was once or twice in his dazzling career 
more lavish than evea the succwwor of 
Cteear.
